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My First Trip Across the 
Atlantic. 


On the 25th of September, 1904, 
at 1.30 A. m. I left my home in 
Cardiff, Wales, for Liverpool, Eng. 
and from there I was to sail for 
America. I reached Liverpool that 
evening and went straight to the 
hote]. Four o’clock on the evening 
of the 26th was the time set for the 
Ocean Greyhound to start to plow 
the mighty Atlantic for this great 
country. At three o’clock on the 
following day I bade my parents 
goodbye, which was the worst or- 
deal I ever went through or want 
to go through for a while yet, any- 
way. After saying goodbye I went 
to the Princess pier from where I 
saw the mighty ‘‘Saxonia’’ (the 
name of the steamer) lying at 
anchor a little way out in the 
harbor. I daresay there are many 
of the readers that have never seen 
a ship in their lives or may have 
seen only a few small ones. Well, 
the steamer that I came across on 
was 430 feet long and 30 feet wide 
and carried the small number of 
2,865 passengers with a crew of 
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Number 1 


116, total amount on board 2,981, 
quite a small town. She was five 
stories high, three of them being 
above water. As she drew near 
the landing stage she looked more. 
like amountain than a ship. I was 
the first saloon passenger out of 
about five hundred to step on 
board. 


At four o’clock prompt, the 
gangways were pulled in, and off 
we started. It was a most pitiful 
sight to see the hundreds of moth- 
ers, fathers and children waving 
their handkerchiefs or umbrellas, 
wishing their parents and friends 
goodbye, whom they did not know 
whether they would ever see them 
again. 

At ten o’clock the next morning 
we anchored outside of Queenstown 
harbor to let on some more passen- 
gers. ‘The water was so shallow 
that we could not go into the har- 
bor, so the passengers were brought 
out in asmall tug. While waiting 
for the passengers, some vendors 
came out to us in a small boat and 
sold the passengers some Irish sou- 
venirs. 

After waiting about two hours, 
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we started once more and that same 
evening at three o’clock we passed 
a large rock at the southwest end 
of Ireland called Craig’s End. This 
was the last piece of land we were 
to see for five days and nights. It 
is an awful strange feeling when 
you look around and cannot see 
anything but one large sheet of 
water. 


Some of the readers may well say 
how did you spend your five days 
and nights? Well, there is every 
kind of amusement you want, and 
taking into consideration the small 
space you are on compared with 
land, you can enjoy the time better 
than you can in the majority of 
small towns with a population of 
two or three thousand. On a fair 
morning, if you wish, you may 
play shuffle board, ring quoits, or 
play a little game of baseball. ‘The 
officers on the ship will have the 
side blinds put up to stop the ball 
from going overboard; but, of 
course, you don’t get the usual 
sized diamond. ‘Thenif you would 
rather stay in doors, you go to the 
reading room and writing room 
where you will find all kinds of the 
best literature, and also paper to 
write on. ‘Then there’s the parlor 
where you will find the piano, or- 
gan, phonograph or any other kind 
of musical instrument you may 
wish. 

I was rather lucky on securing 
my berth, my roommates being 
‘three boys of my own age and size. 


As to the accommodation, the first 
class passengers have berths with 
two and three in a room; second- 
class four, and in third or steerage 
as it is called on board, they have 
as many as ten and fifteen in a 
berth. ‘The steamer is beautifully 
furnished from one end to the other. 
The berths are lined with red plush 
and are provided with a washstand, 
bureau and a lounge. All the halls 
and floors are covered with Brussels 
carpet. The dining-room chairs 
are of red plush with arm rests on 
each. As far as dining goes, it is 
according to which way you are 
traveling. If coming from Eng- 
land you dine the English way. 
Breakfast at seven o’clock; at eleven 
o’clock beef tea and crackers are 
served to those who wish them; 
dinner at twelve, and at three 
o’clock candy is served; then at 
five o’clock they have tea, and sup- 
per at nine. If you are going to 
England from America you dine 
American fashion which I guess 
most of the readers are well ac- 
quainted with. My second morn- 
ing on board, just after breakfast 
while looking out to sea I saw 
hundreds of little porpoises or gob- 
lins jumping out of the water after 
the remains of breakfast which were 
thrown to them by the sailors. My 
second night on board was rather 
exciting tome. It isthe custom for 
the Captain or some of his officers 


to blow the steamer’s whistle for 
the purpose of having the sailors 
to lower the life boats to see that 
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they are in good order, and also to 
keep the sailors in good practice in 
case of necessity. Well, about 
twelve o’clock the whistle blew and 
I heard the patter of feet by my 
window, and I was a little scared, 
so I ran out to see what was the 
matter, and to add to my alarm I 
saw them lowering the life boat 
right opposite my room. I was so 
excited I did not know what to do, 
so I ran back to my cabin and got 
my trunk, thinking I could save it; 
but some of the sailors, seeing we 
did not understand, told us the cir- 
cumstances and I went back to my 
room, though I could not sleep the 
rest of that night. Our fourth 
night was spent at a concert made 
up of the passengers on board, the 
admission being twenty-five cents. 
The funds went to the poor. 

One of the prettiest sights on the 
trip is to see the sunset after a fair 
day. It throws its glowing rays on 
the water and makes it look more 
like blood than water. Then again 
at night you can look over board into 
the sea and watch the phosphorous 
on top of the water, and it seems 
as though the whole sea was illum- 
inated. On Sunday you can at- 
tend what church you wish, as 
there are two big halls for the pur- 
pose and the officers divide up the 
different denominations. 

To make everything as comforta- 
ble as possible for every body, there 
is a paper published three times a 
week called the Saxonia Dispatch, 


which gives all the news that can be 
gotten on board and from the out 
side world, by wireless telegraphy 
from other ships crossing the 
ocean.

Oh! the joys 
of my youth! but they are now 
gone and I long to spring and jump 
and chase cats like I used to do. 
The sun of my life is slowly setting 
and in the evenings when they 
bring the cows up from the field, 
I look out over the hills where the 
earth seems to rise up and touch 
the sky and think that over there 
must be the ‘‘vast beyond’’ where 
my master says he and I are going 
some day. 


I have tried to be a good dog and 
I know they wont beat and mis- 
treat me now that I am old and of 
little use to any body. They some 
times say old dogs are in the way, 
but I will crawl in my old barrel 
and only ask for a little something 
to eat now and then.
